Rock Island, July 29.—T here w as no 
formal m eeting of the Illinois B ankers’ as­ 
sociation to day, but the executive coun­ 
cil organized by electing Thom as B. Cat- 
lin. of Ottawa, chairm an.

Lowell, M ass., Ju ly 29.—An explosion 
believed to have been caused by ja rrin g 
of dynam ite by w orkm en laying a new 
floor destroyed the m agazine of the U nited 
S tates C artridge com pany, located Just 
outside Lowell, causing the death of prob­ 
ably tw enty-five, Injured m ore th an fifty 
others, set fire to a num ber of buildings 
in the vicinity and caused general w reck 
of houses w ithin arad iu s of half a mile. 
T he concussion w as felt in Boston and 
E xeter, N. H ., over forty m iles aw ay. A t 
m any points, a score of m iles d istan t w in­ 
dows w ere sh attered and other dam age 
done. hT e city w as throw n Into a panic 
and it becam e necessary to sum m on four 
com panies of th e sta te m ilitia, to m aintain 
order.. A larm ing rum ors to th e effect over 
a hundred persons were killed and Injured 
caused w idespread confusion. 
T he following are am ong th e dead:

Six bodies of m en w orking n ear the pow­ 
der store house a re unidentified. 
The w reck caused by th e explosion cov­ 
ers' an ex ten t of th r e e ‘acres. 
H ouses, 
b a m s and outbuildings lay In a ruined 
state. 
P rom pt response of th e fire de­ 
p artm en t enabled them to quench the 
flam es w hich followed th e explosion be­ 
fore they had extended beyond th e build­ 
ings affected by th e shock. 
I t is estim ated seventy sep arate pieces 
of property, including those already m en­ 
tioned. w ere destroyed, w hile th e force of 
the explosion w recked w indow s fo r five or 
six m iles around and* Its thunder could 
be heard distinctly m ore th a n fifty m iles 
aw ay. 


The m agazines w ere th e property of th e 
United S tates C artridge com pany of th is 
city. They w ere brick buildings and su r­ 
rounding them w ere sm all wooden dwell­ 
ings. T his m orning m en w ere put to w ork 
to strengthen th e floor of th e m agazines. 
W hile rem oving th e pow der p rep arato ry 
to work on the floor th e explosion oc­ 
curred. The cause w as not a t first known, 
but Forem an Goodwin, who w a s . Injured, 
said a t the hospital th a t th e men found a 
can of nitro-glycerine leaking th a t he 
picked up w hat he thought w as a ju g of 
w ater and poured it on the nitro-glycerine 
for the purpose of w ashing It up. As soon 
as th e fluid stru ck th e floor he found It 
w as n itric ad d . 
The floor began to 
sm oke and th e m en rushed out. T hey had 
not gone te n feet w hen th e explosion oc­ 
curred, all th e pow der in th a t m agazine 
and on th ree w agons In fro n t of th e build­ 
ing going first, followed Instantly by th e 
second m agazine. 
In five seconds the 
surrounding 
property w as w ept 
aw ay. 
E very house w ithin tw o hundred yards 
collapsed. 
T rees w ere blow n down and 
g rass m ow ed a s If by a law n mower, 
while bricks from th e m agazines w ere 
hurled across th e riv er and all over th e 
neighborhood. F o r several m inutes afte r­ 
w ard th e air. w as filled w ith sm oke and 
dust and Illum inated b y th e g lare of b u rn ­ 
ing houses. T he w ork o f rescue, w as ol 
once began, b u t ln m any cases th e flam 
had already gained full sw ay over th^‘ 
crum bled ru in s and aevreal persons w era 
burned to d eath before th e debris w hich 
covered them could be rem oved. 
H ose w agons and* o th e r vehicles w ere 
used a s am bulances a n d w ounded hurried 
to hospitals a s fa s t a s tak en from .the 
ruins. 
T hree com panies o f m ilitia w ere 
called o u t and surrounding th e scene k ep t 
all out except the. w orkers w ho w ere res- 
cuing bodies from , th e ruins. t 
Two hundred y ard s dow n -th e riv er th e 
bodies of four boys, weirO 1 fotuuj. .They 
w ere sw im m ing a t th e tim e o f t ^ explo­ 
sion, th e concussion k lU in g th era. 
T heir 
bodies w ere frig h tfu lly m a n g le d rfh e h ead 
o fo n e being com pletely blow n. off.

Dronsrlit Re«iatlnir Grape«. 


Probably no otir * species of grapes 
will endure so severe a drought as 
native of southern Missouri and Texas 
popuktrly known as the Past Oak 
grape. It will thrive where other spe* 
cles dry up and dlo. Knowing this 
characteristic of the Past. Oak, tte 
writer has used it in several breeding 
combinations, and has vines on his 
place (Norfolk cbunty, Mass.) composed 
largely of this species growing on 
rocky knoll where there is but little 
S(^l. They have endured "this season*s 
drought without suffering in the least 
The Quality of the pure Past Oak «Is 
not good enough for a table grape, but 
when combing with i^ne of ..our 
northern varieties it giv^ a graiie su­ 
perior to cither parent, of lietter qual­ 
ity, more vigorous and hardy and bet­ 
ter adapted to our. climate, where we 
are almost sure to have a severe hot 
dry spell during some portion of the 
season. 
By the use of such vines a 
new industry might be established in 
New England, that of unfermented 
grape Juice, Avliicli 1 think for the fu­ 
ture would be more profitable than 
growing apples. 
1 have no vines to 
sell.—N. B. VVhite in American Culti­ 
vator.

It pays to keep all farm buildlnL's 
painted—that Is, if tlie building Is nut 
too old and weather beaten. 
Every 
»nUding'Should bo painted as aoon as 
It Is built because it adds enough to the 
appearance alone to i)ay for the paint 
and labor in putting It on. The man 
who does not care for appearance has 
no excuse for not using paint, for it 
mys for Itself as a preservative. The 
lard or yellow pine lumber that so 
many of our buildings arc made of ab­ 
sorbs water very easily, and when the 
hot sun draws this water out very much 
of the pitch is taken out wiCli It. The 
umber then shrinks and leaves great 
cracks and sometimes wan>s badly. A 
good co<it of paint excludes this mois­ 
ture. The oil keeps It from penetrat­ 
ing, as It otherwise would, consequent-, 
ly doing away with very much of the 
ahrinking, warping and rotting. This 
wrlttien after having tried both* ways 
—painted and unpaintcd. The in clu ­ 
sions reached may all be wrong, but 
the writer will have to be “shown** be- 
tore he can believe otherwise.

Plans are being developed by a number 
of the principal lines of railroad cen­ 
tering in Chitv,igo, by which the com­ 
panies will ar<iuire large tracts of timber 
land along their routes to furni.sh cn>ss 
tle.«î in the future. The Burlington, the 
Illinois Central the Santa Po and the Frls 
CO sy.stems have been making enquiries 
and .sending out searchers after suital>lo 
lands. 
Rc*cently the bure;iii of forestry 
of the agricultural department of thu 
government government has boon called 
tiiwn by several of these roads for infor­ 
mation that would assist in the pt>rfec 
Uon of the plans.

If the idea is successful I he railroads 
of the west will, in a short time becomt* 
the owners of immense areas of timber 
lands, and they will also become inter- 
e.sted in the pre.servation of forest trees 
to an extent that has never been under­ 
taken' before, even b.v the national gov­ 
ernment. The move is due to the diffi­ 
culty the railroads experience in getting 
supplies of cross ties at reasonal>le prices, 
and at the times heeded. 


There have been many experiments by 
.government ofTicials who have had for 
their object the preservation of certain 
kinds of wood for a longer period than 
experience has .«^h'own they last in the* 
natural .state. It is .said that government 
experiments have shown that other woods 
than those. formerly usecl can. l>e prufit- 
ably made into ties. The success of this 
demonstratioiv hiis led the idea of the 
rò^ds buying timber bearing lands neur 
tliellr tracts from whIcK the fiiture tie 
stlpply can be drawn. The plan will in­ 
clude the employaient of a vast army of 
foreaters who.se duly it will be to look 
after, the preservation «pf the growing 
.timber.

-Children From Poor House.

.Bloomington, July 29.;—^Bids are to 
be opened at the Soldiers’ Orphans’ 
home next Saturday for the erection 
of five brick cottages for the shelter 
of the 400 inmates of the institution. 
The cottages, we re provided for at the 
last session of the legislature to take 
the place of the ancient single build­ 
ing, which has been the home of the 
orphaned children, for a quarter of 
11 century and which was thought to 
be unsanitary. 


The, ere ction of these cottages will 
be Commenced as soon as the contract 
is awarded, and it is hoped to have 
all five completed by fall. The ag­ 
gregate cost will be about $50,000. 
The erection of these structures will 
be the first step toward carrying out 
a plan which has been under consid­ 
eration for many years, of making 
the home one for the indigent chil­ 
dren 
of 
the 
state, regardless of 
whether their paternal parents were 
old soldiers or ont. Instead of send­ 
ing such children to the question­ 
able associations and surroundings of 
the county poorhouses it is planned 
to give them first class educational 
advantages, and also teach them some 
trade in the manual training depart­ 
ment. 


The poorhouses 
of 
Illinois now 
shelter several hundred children who 
are growing up to be paupers like 
their parents. The flight of years Js 
marked by a notable reduction in the 
number of applicants for shelter of 
children of old soldiers, and it w'ill 
not be long before the home will 
shelter o^ihaned children of the state 
other than those of veterans.

The letter gives a 
yivid picture of a sreat tettle: 


Hospital. Rear of Vicksbuni, Miss., Jiibr 
4, IM l^oshua Modre. Esq.-bear Sir: 1 
recelvc^ your welcome epistle yesterday, 
and pemsed Its contents with much pleas- 
tire and would thank you for your very 
kind i^smembrance. It is thé Fourth of 
July and. I- Just feel as if the year of 
Jubilee had come. Hereafter we of this 
army In talking of the Fourth of July 
will only think of the Fourth of July, 
1863. We: are a Jubilant, happy set of fel 
'<iows and- no mistake. Vicksburg is ours 
àfter fArty-slx days fighting and siege, de­ 
cidedly thë most Important event of the 
war thus far. This morning firing ceased 
along, the lines and 1 Jumped on my mule 
and rode over to the rifle pits and after a 
walk of à mile and a half through the 
pits, showing the Herculean labors of our 
men. 1 stood upon the ramparts of our 
works within twenty yards of the rebels 
and their fortifications. 
While I stood 
thereof had the satisfaction to see the 
white flags run up along the rebel fortifl 
cations, announcing the surrender of the 
village, 30,000 prisoners, inhabitants and 
ail, and oh. I wish you could have heard 
the Jubilant shout of our 60,000 brave boys. 
I have heard many a Fourth of July hur­ 
rah, but all are insignificant when com­ 
pared to the Fourth of July shout of 1863 
on the works hear Vicksburg. They are 
now parolling the officers and men. \Ÿe 
are not allowed any communication with 
Ihe rebels. At last an officer appeared 
and through the courtesy of our officer of 
the day 1 was alloWed to talk with him 
After inquiries about their sick, etc. 
he asked me for a northern paper. 
] 
gave him one and he ^ v e me a Vicks­ 
burg paper, which I send to you as 
curiosity of the war. 
It needs no com­ 
ment from me, it 
speaks for 
itself. 
Thus in two months and four days We 
have used up a rebel army of 80,000 and 
captured alK>ut 160 pieces of artillery- 
pretty jgrood for bur western boys, 
wish I had time to write you a long, 
long letter. 
1 think I could make It 
Interesting, but must defer until I have 
the pleasure of seeing you. 
How we 
marched days with nothing to eat; how 
lived on fragments of hard tack and 
raw ham once a day for days In succès 
sion; how I stood at the operating table 
eleven successive days until I was reeking 
in blood and gore; how I have perform­ 
ed every operation known In military 
surgery, with a success pleasing to me 
and gratifying to my friends;; how we 
marched over 200 miles through rebel- 
(lom and for ten miles each side of our 
track it seemed as if the demon of de­ 
struction had passed over the country: 
how I reflected that God In, His provi­ 
dence was permitting this people to be 
sorely punished for their sin of rebel­ 
lion. 
These and many other topics it 
will be my pleasure to tell If God in His 
goodness will spare my life until I shall 
enjoy the happiness of seeing you once 
more. 


Poor Bli (Capt. EU R. Smith. Ninety- 
ninth Illinois), I closed his eyes in death, 
had him very decently buried and drop­ 
ped a tear of friendship over his grave. 
Even now my heart feels sad to write 
about him. 
He was bravely and gal­ 
lantly leading the left wing of the Ninety- 
ninth In the charge of the 22nd when.^ .hall 
struck him on the left side of his face, 
cariylng away half, of his upper and 
lower Jaw bone and penetrating to the 
base of the brain.
